ORALLY APRIL 27 TO ISRAELI REP WHICH WOULD DRAW ATTENTION TO

REPORTEDLY SC PRES SUGGESTED TO JORDANIAN REP AT SOCIAL OCCASION 
NO MEETING BUT CONSENSUS PROCEDURE, AND LATTER INDICATED 
SATISFACTION. TEKOAH ( ISRAEL) EXPRESSED VIEW TO USUN SC PRES 
APPEARED UNNECESSARILY BE INTRUDING SELF AND SC INTO MATTER, SINCE

FUTURE ME DEBATE - 

LEBANESE REP GHORRA SAID ARAB DESPAIR ALMOST COMPLETE, NOTED 
USG TERMED 1973 " YEAR OF EUROPE ", WONDERED WHERE THAT LEFT ME 
AND ARAB CONCERNS, AND STRESSED IT WAS VITAL TO CREATE 
MORE HOPEFUL ATMOSPHERE. SCALI TOLD HIM ME STILL HAD HIGH PRIORITY
